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A Chinese  Dollar  of  Topical  Interest 


Of  the  various  silver  dollars  issued  by  the 
Chinese  Republic,  none  is  more  interesting 
than  the  Sun  Yat-sen  memorial  piece  that 
is  herewith  illustrated.  It  is  a handsome 
coin,  simple  in  design,  but  bold  in  effect. 
The  obverse  of  the  coins  bears  the  portrait 
to  left  of  Sun  Yat-sen,  the  Chinese  hero, 
and  the  inscription  “Republic  of  China, 
Twenty-first  Year.”  On  the  reverse  is 
shown  a two-masted  junk,  to  the  right  at 
the  horizon  a rising  sun,  and  above,  three 
birds.  The  value  “One  Dollar”  is  in  Chinese 
characters  at  each  side. 

As  the  story  goes  the  people  objected  to 
the  coins  because  the  rising  sun  was  sym- 
bolic of  Japan  and  the  birds  looked  like  a 
fleet  of  invading  Japanese  airplanes. 

Another  reason  for  the  withdrawal  of 
these  coins  has  been  advanced.  Some  say 
that  they  were  light  weight  and  that  the 
moneyers  refused  to  accept  them,  hence 
the  government  created  the  Japanese  inva- 
sion idea  to  “save  face”. 

In  view  of  the  current  hostilities  between 
the  two  countries  one  can  readily  under- 
stand why  the  design  would  invoke  the 
dislike  of  the  Chinese.  The  new  issue  made 


to  take  the  place  of  these  dollars,  appeared 
without  the  objectionable  birds  and  rising 
sun. 


Very  few  of  these  coins  have  found  their 
way  into  the  coin  market.  For  the  past 
several  years  the  standard  price  in  Europe 
has  been  around  ten  dollars.  We  have  a 
limited  supply  as  illustrated  in  left  hand 
column,  in  mint  condition  at  $6.00  each.

Copper  Ghost  Head  or  Ant  Nose 
Money  of  Ancient  China 

According  to  Chinese  tradition  this  cur- 
rency was  issued  by  Sun-siok  Ngao,  Prime 
Minister  of  Tchwang,  who  ruled  in  B.  C. 
612-589.  Because  of  their  peculiar  ap- 
pearance they  are  called  by  various  names, 
but,  as  a matter  of  fact  are  a metallic  sub- 
stitute for  cowries.  Before  the  use  of  metal 
in  China,  cowries  shells  were  more  or  less 
of  a standard  currency  and  it  would  be 
quite  natural  to  model  these  little  pieces  of 
metal  after  the  shells. 


The  pieces  we  have  on  hand  were  bought 
about  a year  ago  in  the  Thieves’  Market  at 
Peiping,  China.  They  were  taken  from 
ancient  graves  and  a few  of  the  pieces  have 
fragments  of  old  cloth  attached  to  them.

municipal  officials  of  the  burden  of  main- 
taining the  imperial  post.  New  towns  were 
founded  and  old  ones  restored.  New  streets 
were  laid  out,  and  acqueducts,  temples,  and 
magnificent  buildings  constructed. 

During  the  years  from  1 20  to  1 34  Had- 
rian spent  much  of  his  time  visiting  the 
provinces  of  the  empire.  He  was  the  first 
of  the  rulers  to  regard  his  empire  from  any 
but  a purely  Roman  point  of  view.  His  pro- 
vincial birth,  his  natural  curiosity,  and  his 
far-sighted  ability,  combined  to  give  him  a 
wide  outlook.  His  journeys  permitted  him 
to  learn  the  needs  of  his  subjects,  to  win 
their  confidences,  and  to  settle  their  diffi- 
culties in  an  amiable  manner. 

The  coins  he  struck  to  commemorate  his 
travels  form  a splendid  series  for  collectors 
of  historical  coins.  The  coins  of  Hadrian 
are  splendid  examples  of  Roman  art.  Prob- 
ably they  were  designed  by  Greek  engravers, 
though  whoever  they  were,  they  were  the 
best  artists  of  that  period. 

At  first  his  coins  were  patterned  after 
those  of  Trajan  and  these  pieces  are  apt 
to  cause  the  beginner  no  little  confusion. 
He  titled  himself  HADRIANVS  TRAIANVS 
CAESAR,  or  IMP.  CAES.  HADRIANVS 
DIVI  NER.  TRAIAN.  OPT.  FIL.  The  latter 
inscription  indicating  that  he  wished  him- 
self to  be  known  as  the  son  of  Trajan  and 
the  grandson  of  Nerva. 

His  later  coins  are  simply  inscribed  HAD- 
RIANVS AVCVSTVS  P.  P.  If  the  young 
collector  will  remember  that  while  the  coins 
of  Hadrian  often  bear  the  titles  of  TRAIAN 
and  NERVA,  those  two  emperors  never  used 
the  name  of  Hadrian  on  their  coins,  he  will 
have  no  difficulty  in  properly  attributing 
them.

Publius  Aelius  Hadrianus,  better  known 
to  coin  collectors  as  Hadrian,  was  one  of 
the  most  capable  emperors  to  occupy  the 
throne  of  Rome. 

His  reign  forms  an  epoch  in  the  history 
of  Roman  jurisprudence.  He  arranged  to 
have  the  postal  system  thoroughout  the  em- 
pire taken  over  by  the  state,  relieving  the

Coins  of  Prajadhipok 
King  of  Siam  from  1925-1935 

Prajadhipok  became  ruler  in  1925  upon 
the  death  of  his  brother  Rama  VI.  Being 
a liberal  he  had  much  trouble  with  both  the 
communistic  and  reactionary  groups  in  his 
country. 

While  he  was  away  from  his  country  to 
have  an  operation  performed  on  his  eyes, 
his  cabinet  revolted.  They  asked  him  to 
sign  a measure  that  would  deprive  him  of 
his  royal  prerogative  over  life  and  death. 
This  he  refused  to  do,  fearing  that  it  would 
put  too  much  power  in  the  hands  of  ruth- 
less ministers. 

His  abdication  followed  and  the  throne 
passed  to  his  eleven  year  old  nephew,  Prince 
Ananda  Mahidol. 

Apparently  Prajadhipok  did  not  issue  a 
very  large  coinage,  as  his  coins  are  not  often 
to  be  seen.

This  is  according 
to  the  Buddhist  Era  and  corresponds  to  1929 
by  our  calendar.

From  1760  to  1875  it  was  possible  for 
Chinese  companies  to  obtain  charters  from 
the  Siamese  government  to  operate  gambl- 
ing houses  in  Siam.  Such  charters  usually 
gave  permission  to  issue  tokens.  For  the 
most  part  these  tokens  were  of  porcelain. 
Some  were  of  glazed  clay,  a few  of  glass 
and  some  of  brass  and  lead.  Soon  these 
tokens  began  circulating  as  money  outside 
the  gambling  houses.  The  many  varieties 
caused  much  confusion,  so  the  Siamese  gov- 
ernment proclaimed  them  illegal.  It  was 
a number  of  years  however  before  they 
finally  disappeared  from  circulation.

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George  IV  King  of  England

The  natural  talents  and  handsome  face 
of  George  IV  prompted  someone  to  predict 
that  he  would  become  “either  the  greatest 
gentleman  or  the  greatest  rogue’’  in  Europe. 
Unfortunately,  he  became  the  latter  and  it 
is  doubtful  if  any  English  king  gained  such 
ill-will  during  ten  years  of  reign. 

It  was  not  that  he  lacked  training  for  his 
kingly  duties.  He  had  been  given  an  ex- 
cellent classical  and  general  education.  For 
ten  years  previous  to  the  death  of  his  father 
George  III,  he  had  been  Prince  Regent.  But 
the  habits  he  formed  while  Prince  of  Wales 
remained  unbroken  until  his  death.  He  was 
reckless,  selfish,  and  dissipated. 

His  marriage  in  1795  to  Caroline  of 
Brunswick  did  not  improve  his  behavior.  The 
cruel  treatment  accorded  his  wife  forced  her 
to  live  apart  fom  him.  Upon  his  accession 
to  the  throne  however,  she  returned  to 
England  to  claim  her  rightful  position  as 
queen.  Alone  and  uninvited,  she  went  to 
Westminister  Abbey  to  attend  his  corona- 
tion. The  door  was  closed  to  her,  and  over- 
come with  grief  she  died  a few  days  later. 
Her  coffin  bore,  at  her  own  request  the 
words  “Here  lies  Caroline  of  Brunswick,  the 
Injured  Queen  of  England”. 


If  a student  of  history  desired  to  draw  a 
parallelism,  he  might  make  no  better  one 
than  the  characters  of  George  IV  of  England 
and  Nero  of  Rome.  Both  were  men  of 
much  talent,  ability,  and  physical  strength. 
They  were  also  alike  in  that  an  unnatural 
cruelness  dominated  all  other  impulses.  From 
their  portraits  on  coins,  these  two  royal 
villains  strangely  resembled  each  other.  The 
coins  of  George  are  quite  common  in  the 
three  metals.

Silver  Coins  Struck  by 
Marc  Anthony  for  His  Army 

When  crafty  old  Marc  Anthony  began 
laying  plans  to  battle  Augustus,  he  over- 
looked no  opportunities  to  flatter  his  sol- 
diers. He  even  went  as  far  as  to  issue  a 
special  coinage  for  them.  These  coins, 


known  as  legionary  denarii,  furnish  an  in- 
teresting record  of  the  number  of  legions  of 
which  Anthony’s  army  was  composed.  Denarii 
for  thirty  legions  were  struck.  As  a legion 
consisted  of  6000  men,  the  strength  of 
Anthony’s  army  must  have  been  close  to 
1 80,000.  A few  of  these  issues  are  rare 
but  most  of  them  are  obtainable  at  a mod- 
erate cost.  These  interesting  relics  were 
struck  just  before  his  defeat  by  Augustus  at 
the  Battle  of  Actium,  September  2nd,  B.  C. 
31.

Ruler  of  Cappodocia  from 
B.  C.  96  to  B.  C.  63 


Ariobarzanes  I became  ruler  of  Cappo- 
docia at  the  end  of  a long  period  of  warfare 
that  had  left  the  country  in  a state  of  chaos. 
As  a native  lord  he  had  distinguished  himself 
because  of  his  brilliance  and  bravery.  He 
was  the  popular  choice  of  the  people  and 
his  election  was  later  sanctioned  by  Rome. 

During  his  reign  he  was  three  times  ex- 
pelled by  Mithradates  the  Great  and  as 
often  reinstated  by  Roman  generals.

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Ancient-  Money  Weights 
of  North  Siam 

A number  of  readers  have  written  to  the 
editor  for  more  information  on  these 
weights.  Unfortunately  he  is  not  an  author- 
ity on  the  subject  and  knows  only  what  he 
has  been  told.  Being  a methodical  person 
he  made  notes  of  all  the  details  and  care- 
fully filed  them  away.  After  a year’s  search 
he  has  been  able  to  locate  the  notes  and 
reconstruct  the  story  as  told  him  by  the  man 
who  once  owned  the  said  weights.  This 
man,  a medical  doctor,  spent  many  years  in 
Northern  Siam.  He  became  interested  in 
Siamese  antiquities  and  his  interest  soon 
became  the  common  knowledge  of  the 
natives.  They  helped  him  collect.  Often 
he  would  accept  his  fee  in  the  form  of 
ancient  money  or  money  weight.  It  was 
not  uncommon  for  some  native,  whom  he 
had  once  befriended,  to  travel  days  through 
the  forests  to  place  on  his  door-step  at 
night  an  ancient  metal  relic.  The  donor 
would  silently  return  to  the  forests,  asking 
no  reward  or  thanks,  but  having  the  satis- 
faction of  knowing  that  he  had  “paid  his 
debt”. 


The  weights  were  used  to  weigh  the  odd- 
shaped coins  that  circulated  in  Siam  many 
years  ago.  Today  these  pieces  are  known, 
because  of  their  shapes,  as  pack-saddle,  pig- 
mouths,  tiger-tongues,  shells,  et  cetera. 

The  standard  coin  was  the  Cheing  or 
pack  saddle  coin  weighing  two  ounces,  as 
does  the  large  sized  elephant  weight  which 
is  illustrated.  The  next  size  (U/8  inches 
in  height)  weighs  one  ounce  and  this  gradu- 
ation is  uniform  down  to  the  smallest  size. 

These  elephant  weights  are  not  common 
and  according  to  our  informant,  are  rarely 
offered  for  sale  in  Siam.

De  niei*  cf  Maguelonne,  France, 
Coined  in  the  11th  Century 


According  to  the  Doctor,  the  exact  date 
of  these  elephant  weights  is  unknown.  They 
have  been  found  in  graves  that  date  back 
at  least  six  centuries.  On  his  travels  into 
a remote  part  of  the  land  he  found  them  in 
use  in  a small  market  place.  Knowing  the 
Siamese  language  better  than  most  natives, 
he  enquired  where  the  weights  were  made, 
how  long  they  had  been  used,  and  other 
details.  No  one  knew.  The  only  informa- 
tion he  could  get  was  that  they  were  ‘‘Gov- 
ernment Weights”.  But  the  government 
mark  they  bore  was  that  of  a government 
long  since  forgotten  in  the  annals  of  Sia- 
mese history. 


Among  the  interesting  coins  of  Mediaeval 
times  are  the  silver  deniers  coined  at  Ma- 
guelonne,  a Visigothic  town  in  the  south 
of  France.  The  town  became  the  seat  of  a 
Bishopric  in  the  6th  century  A.  D.,  was 
destroyed  in  737  and  rebuilt  in  the  11th 
century.  In  1536  the  Bishopric  was  trans- 
ferred to  nearby  Montpellier,  and  today 
Maguelonne  is  a mere  village 

The  coins  issued  there  had  a wide  cir- 
culation, and  are  usually  of  the  same  type.

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Notes  Issued  by  General  Gordon 
While  Defending  Besieged  Khartoum 


The  Battle  of  Khartoum  in  1 885  in  which 
the  Mahdists  captured  the  city  and  killed 
General  “Chinese”  Cordon,  is  one  that 
deeply  injured  the  pride  of  all  Englishmen. 
Some  14  years  later,  Lord  Kitchener  de- 
feated the  Mahdists  at  Omdurman  and  to 
some  extent  gained  revenge. 

While  General  Gordon  was  defending  the 
city  the  enemy  captured  a consignment  of 
specie  that  was  being  sent  him.  This 
caused  a serious  shortage  of  money  with 
which  to  pay  the  troops  and  the  General 
was  forced  to  issue  an  emergency  paper 
money. 

The  notes,  lithographed  on  such  paper 
as  was  available,  are  inscribed  in  Arabic 
"This  sum  is  accepted  and  will  be  paid  at 
the  treasury  in  Khartoum  or  Cairo  six  months 
from  the  present  date.  April  25th,  1884. 
Gordon  Pasha.”  But  six  months  later  the 
City  of  Khartoum  lay  in  ruins,  General  Gor- 
don was  dead,  and  the  English  routed. 

Most  of  the  notes  were  destroyed  by  the 
Dervishes  and  those  that  remained  came  to 
be  regarded  as  valueless  pieces  of  paper. 
When  it  was  discovered  that  the  Egyptian 
government  would  redeem  them,  many  for- 
geries appeared.  This  caused  much  trouble 


and  the  government  ordered  all  Gordon  notes 
to  be  destroyed. 

The  ones  we  have  for  sale  were  found 
in  1930  in  the  archives  of  the  Caisse  de  la 
Dette.  They  were  given  to  the  Governor 
General  of  the  Sudan  who  used  the  proceeds 
in  behalf  of  the  Gordon  Memorial  Fund.

Copper  One  Pice  of  Gwalior 
Native  State  of  India 

From  out  of  Gwalior,  one  of  the  Central 
India  native  states,  comes  an  interesting 
small  copper  coin.  The  obverse  of  this 
features  the  bust  of  the  ruler  H.  H.  Ma- 
haraja George  Jivaji  Rao  Scindia  Alijah 
Bahadur. 


The  old  town  of  Gwalior  was  an  ancient 
seat  of  Jain  worship.  It  is  also  noted  for 
its  historic  fortress  and  splendid  example  of 
palace  architecture  of  the  best  Hindu  period. 
After  much  bloodshed  and  several  broken 
treaties  the  State  of  Gwalior  finally  came 
under  the  protection  of  the  British  in  the 
year  1858. 

The  coin,  which  is  rather  crudely  struck, 
was  issued  in  1929,  is  of  the  denomination 
of  one  pice.

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Large  Knife  Coins  of  Ancient  China 
Issued  during  the  Chou  Dynasty 
B.  C.  1122-225 

The  currency  of  China  seems  to  have  an 
origin  quite  independent  of  any  other  coun- 
try. Instead  of  coins  they  used  smaM  metal 
objects  patterned  after  implements  or  ar- 
ticles of  barter.  The  most  familiar  example 
of  these  is  the  knife  shaped  piece.  Accord- 
ing to  the  Chinese  historian  Hwai-nan  tze 
who  died  in  B.  C.  1 22,  knives  were  used 
as  money  some  five  centuries  earlier  About 
B.  C.  650  the  soldiers  of  Duke  Hwan  of  Tsi 
became  dissatisfied  with  the  stringent  regu- 
lations on  weights  and  money  then  in  force. 
Their  general,  afraid  of  rebellion,  granted  to 
them  the  authority  to  use  their  metal  knives 
for  barter.  This  idea  was  readily  accepted 
and  the  knives  provided  a convenient  and 
popular  medium  of  exchange. 

Later  someone  devised  the  idea  of  using 
a model  instead  of  the  actual  knife  and  for 
centuries  the  practice  was  continued. 

The  theory  that  the  round  holed  cash 
evolved  from  the  holed  handle  of  these 
knives  is  incorrect.  Both  the  knives  and 
pu  coins  circulated  side  by  side  with  the 
round  cash  and  were  valued  in  terms  of 
round  cash.

Among  the  curious  coins  of  the  20th 
century  is  the  rupee  that  China  issued  for 
circulation  in  Thibet.  The  most  popular 
coin  there  at  that  time  was  the  Indian 
rupee  bearing  the  portrait  of  Queen  Victoria 
To  compete  with  this  coin,  the  Chinese 
produced  one  almost  identical  in  appearance.
